With the great power of the 
law pitted against her, combined with all 
the resources that wealth can bring into 
piay, with the shrewdest of detectives of 
two cities sent to obstruct her way, the re- 
sourceiul, nervy little woman came out 
triumphant. 

Realizing that the Cleveland injunction 
could not be served in New York, Dan 
Hanna, arriving in the city this morning,

Husband Goes 

to the Hotel. 

Dan Hanna came in on the 8 o'clock train 
and was seen at thé Grund Central Sta- 
tion by a Post-Dispatch reporter. He was 
somewhat nervous and asked: 

“Is it known that Mrs. Hanna ts here?” 

He was told that she and the children 
and her friend» Baroness Pollard, who ac- 
companied her from Cleveland, were at 
the Savoy. Thither Mr. Hanna was at 
once driven. The hostelry was surround- 


ed by detectives, who haa put it under 
guard from the moment of Mrs. Hanna's 
arrival yvesterday morning. At midnight 
the detail was relieved and at 6 o'clock this 
morning a fresh squad of Vidocqs took up 
the work. 

Mr. Hanna asked to have his card sent to 
Mrs. Hanna. The polite clerk said he did 
not know whether Mrs. Hanna was at the 


hotel. Mr. Hanna would have to see the| 
manager.

How Mrs. Hanna 
Got Away. 

There are two entrances to the Savoy, 
one on the Fifth avenue side and another 
on F'fty-ninth street. At no time since 
Mrs. Hanna's arrival had the eyes of the 
detectives been off these entrances. Mrs. 
Hanna looked over the situation and real- 
ized that she would have to adovt unusual 
methods to get out without being inter- 
cepted. She enlisted the aid of the hotel 
management and the thing was Jone. 

At the corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
eighth street is a building, formerly an 
apartment house ,but now being converted 
into an annex of the Savoy. Between It 


and the next building on  Fifty-eighth 
strect is a narrow passageway which leads 
to the rear of the Savoy proper. At the 
end of it is an tron door leading to an 


iron stairway communicating with the 
basement. Up the stairs and through the| 
passage to F ty oe street the garbage | 
and ashes of the hotel are taken. None 
of these considerations stopped Mrs. Han- 
na. She and her party made their way out 
and, entering a carriage .nat was waiting, 
were rapidly driven away. A_ carriage 
standing at that spot in Fifty-eighth street 
did not attract attention of.the sleuths for | 
the simple reason that a livery stable is 
only a few feet distant and vehicles are 
constantly coming and going. 

Mr. Hanna's fears were lulled by the de- 
tectives until 9 o'clock. At that time a 
big baggage van drove up to the hotel and 
seven trunks were piled into it. One of 
the trunks was conspicuously marked with 
Mrs. Hanna's name. 

There was confusion among the sleuths. 
As the van drove away one of them fol- 
lowed in a cab. The trunk of Mrs. Hanna 
was ostensibly going to the Cunard dock. 

The guards were strengthened at all the 
hotel entrances and then Mr. Hanna, his 
two lawyers, who had arrived meantime 
the chief of the New York detectives and 
the Cleveland gumshoe men held a counsel 
of war. 

The slieuths held to the opinion that Mrs. 
Hanna was still in the hote: and was mere- 
ly trying to work a ruse on them. Mr. 

anna sent downtown for more detectives 
and going over to the Hotel Netherlands 
with his lawyers, enlisted the services of 
Arthur Conway to ald him trace the car- 
riage Mrs. Hanna used if, indeed, she had 
gone away.

NEW YORK, July 13.—It has taken 1 
years to decide which of two persons died 
first, both having died within 60 seconds 
at the hand of an assassin, who committed 
suicide and who died before any other per- 
son was able to look into the room. Ihe 
distribution of a vast estate and the col. 
lection of glorious fees hung on the de 
cis.on and its delay. 

It has finally been decided that on June 
4, 1888, at Monte Carlo, Rogalio Herques 
of New York shot and killed his brother, 
Robustiano Herques, before he shot and 
killed his brother's wife, Ana Rivas de 
Herques, and that Robustiano Herques 
died first. 

As a consequence the De Rivas family 
of this city, heirs of Mrs Ana de Rivas 
lierques, will receive their shares of tho 
large estate left by that beautiful woman. 
After the murders Rogalio Herques com- 
mitted suicide. 

The tragedy of the Villa Anita, Monte 
Carlo, where Robustiano Herques and his 
wife had gone to escape the importunl'tes 
of the murderer, Rcg..lifo Herques, aitrzcted 
wide attention and caused much excite- 
ment in th:s citv, where the murdered man 
and woman and the murderer were wel! 
known. 

The filing of his sagors by Referee Peter 
B. Olney on the legal po'nt at issue in the 
partition to sult has reawakened that in- 
terest and at present the story of the 
brothers is being told among the Spanish 
and Cuban residents of the city.

Made Mutual Will. 

There was a mutual will, made by Ro- 
bustiano and his wife tn Paris, leaving to 
the survivor all the property of which 
either of them might be possessed at the 
time of the death of one of them. Heirs of 
Robustiano Herques claimed that Mrs. 
Herques left about $200,000.to his two sons. 


inherit the fortune, If on the contrary he 
died first then her heirs would inherit ey- 
erything. 

Testimony was taken by Mr. Olney in 
Paris and Monte Carlo. Don Manuel 
Herques left about $200,000 to his two sons, 
Robustiano, who was the eider, and Roga- 
lio. By the terms of the will of Don Man- 
uel, Robustiano was made a sort of guard- 
lan for his brother Rogalio. 

Robustiano was a trained business man. 
Rogalio had littié taste for business and 
although he had arrived at his majority 
he looked on his brother as his protector. 
He demanded: money whenever_he needed. 
Robustiano humored Rogalio. 

Dull times came and finally the firm of 
Herques Brothers failed. Robustiano took 
the misfortune in good part and s.arted out 
to recoup. Rogalio became morose and 
bitter. He charged his brother with dis- 
sipating his money. There were many 
fle-ce cuarrels between them. 

Shortly before the failure Robustiano had 


married Miss Ana de Rivas of this city, a |

Whenever 
he did get any money ahead he shared it 
with Rogalio, whose on y occupation in life 
was to hector and badger his brother. 

Finally in 1877 and 188 he  be- 
came so much of ae nuisance that 
Robustiano and his wife were an- 
noyed beyond endurance. Rogalio fol- 
lowed Robustiano to hotels, to church and 
to his home, always pretesting vehemently 
that he had been wronged, and always 
threatening dire things unless money was 
returned to him. 

During the fall of 1878 Mrs. Herques said 
she had enough: money. and advised that 
they go abroad and spend the rest of their 
lives away from Rogalio and his demands. 
Her husband consented. They sailed in De- 
cember, 1878, and sent weekly to Rogalio 
cnough money for reasonable expenses. 

After 10 years Robustiano and his wife 
decided that Rogalio had forgotten his 
grievance, and Invited him to come and see 
them at their modest home at Monte Carlo. 
He sailed at once, arriving late in Mo2y, 
1888. Robustiano and his wife we'comed the 
brother. and did what they could to make 
his visit pleasant. 

On the evening of June 4, 1888, the two 
brothers and the wife sat down to dinner 
in the Villa Anita. There were no guests. 
The maid, Adele Massaia. served the din- 
ner. She was the only witness of what fol- 
‘owed and this is the story of the tragedy 
told in her own words to the authorities: 

“IT was serving dinner between 7 and & 
o'clock to Mr. Robustiano and his wife and 
his brother, Rogalio Herques. who had ar- 
rived a few days before to visit them. 

“I had just reached the door when 1! 
heard the report of a pistol shot in the 
dining room. 
lierque stand'ng by the table with a revol- 
ver in each hand, pointed at his brother. 

“There was another shot and Robustiano 
fell. Then Mrs. Herques gave a piercing 
cry and Rogalio turned on her and fired 
I ran for the kitchen, which 
was on the floor below. There were some 
more shots, the sound of the bodies failing 
and then all was still. The last shots were 
fired just as TI reached the kitchen. I heard 
seven shots In all. 

“In a minute or two I went back to the 
dining room. Several persons who had 
the streets were there. I! 
saw. lying on the floor oy the chairs In 
vhich thev had sat at the dinner table 
my master dnd mistress, Mr. Robustiano 
Herques and Mrs. Herques and the broih- 
er Rogalio Herques. All three were dead.” 

There was great excitement in Monte 
Carlo, for the Herques were well known 
and well liked. Dr. Louis Colingnon was 
summoned. He found Roubustiano Herques 
had been killed instantly. The builet went 
through the middle of his forehead into hs 
brain. Mrs. Herques was not killed by the 
first bullet that hit her. It entered the side 
of her head. She fell to the ground and 
Rogalio fired another shet at her as she 
lay on the floor. This bullet entered her 
temple and killed her. Then the murderer 
made sure to kill himself by shooting into 
each of his temples. He was dead fore 
hi« body struck the floor. 

When a mutual will was found ft In- 
stantly became of vital importance to prove 
whether Robust'ano Herques or hie wife 
died first. If Robustiano died first Mrs. 
Heraues became heiress to all the property 
of her husband. It would belong to her 
heirs-at-law a second later when she was 
killed.

STRONG PROOF OF IDENTITY 


GIVEN BY TWO WITNESSES FROM 
ILLINOIS. 


When in Hillsboro Jail, Glenn Told of 
Having Been a Barber in West 
Virginia and Talked of Per- 
sons in Williamstown.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 13.—Ernie 
Byers, the young man who roomed with 
EB. B. Glenn at Williamstown for three 
months, was the first witness for the prose- 
cution this afternoon in the tria) of ‘Ellis’ 
Gienn, the mysterious woman, who is ac- 
cused of forgery, and who claims that she 
is really the twin sister of E. B. Glenn, the 
person who committed the crime. 

Young Byers is the son of the hotelkeeper 


of Williamsport with whom E. B. Gienn 
boarded. The witness said; 
“] live at Williamstown and knew a pee. 


ihe same hour. however, as did Glenn. 
Sometimes he went to bed first, and some- 
times last, and it was the same way when 
petting up. He wore men's c'othes. Glenn 
appeared before me in underclothing. 
ave seen him several times in that dress. 
Gienn had false teeth. I have known him 
to cook a chicken and do it well." 

The question of false teeth will enter 
largely in establishing the true identity of 
the accused.

THE INDIAN 
NEVER CHANGES 


Those in Oklahoma Retain 
Their Ancient Customs. 


THEY FORGET THEIR DEAD 


NONE OF THEIR TRADITIONS 
VAUNT NAMES OF HEROES GONE. 


When the White Man Comes the In- 
dian Will Live to Himself Away 
From Vivilized Ways. 


ANADARKO, O. T., July 13.—Ethnologists 
will find the’ klahoma ind ans. wh se lands 
are soon to be opened to white settlement, 
an interesting and profitable study long 
after the Cherokees, the Creeks and other 
Indian Territory tribes have learned to 
travel the white man's road. There is no- 
where any indication that an allotment and 
division of land will make any difference 
in the life of the Kiowas and Comanches. 
The Wichitas and Caddos have taken their 
allotments according to their tribal allegi- 
ance north of the Washita river. Between 


the Washita and the mountains, with Rainy 
Mountain as a conimon ccntcr, the Kiowas 
will be found, while the Comanches has as- 
sembled around Quanah Parker, their chief, 
south of the mountains. Those who have 
believed that in time American citizenship 
would appeal to the aborigine have noi 
probed deeply into the spiritual side or 
rather the lack.of it among the Indians. 
if the Ind ans were Buddiis s or Conf .cian- 
ists or what not there might be hopes. 
Hut to the Indian there can be no such 
thing asa hero. Philanthropy can reach no 
higher than a suppiying of immediate 
wants. No Indian youth can hope to be re- 
membered as a benefactor of his people. 
Even the greatest wrong among them is 
forgotten the day he passes away. What 
basis of hope then can those have who en- 
deavor to teach the Indian by example? 
There have been great Indian warriors. 
The stories of hero'c Indian ‘deeds have 
been preserved in English verse and his- 
tory. But not even a tradition acquaint« 
the Indian youth with the heroic achieve- 
ment of his father. There are legends 
which tel] of this great victory or that by 
thet mbe. But not one which associates 
the name of an individual] with a deed ol 
daring or a benefaction. While an Indlan 
chief ts alive and enjoying his power to 
trhe fullest his name is frequently given a 
meaning in the language. Such a chief 
was one who preceded Nocona, the father 
of Quanah Parker. His name to the In- 
dians meant a method or means of trans- 
portation. When he died the Comanche 
council met and abolished the word from 
the language and substituted for it the 
English word, “‘wagon.’’ Nocona’s name had 
a meaning. too, but now that Nocona is 
dead another word has been adopted. 
Greatest of all the Apache wariors in 
the tribe of which Naiche is the chief and 
Geronimo the medicine man, was the 
father of Naiche Capt. Sayers. the 
commanding officer at Fort Sill, sought 
Naiche in the hope that he would le:rn 
comething of his father’s history. Naiche's 
lips were sealed. Nor is Naiche a stupid 
Indian. He ts an artist and a man of com- 
paratively broad comprehension. But he 
will not talk about the dead. 

~ yo Cross of the army, recently on 4 
sick leave, visited Fort Sill. He had spent 
vears amorg the Indians and in discussing 
this phase of their character sald: ‘I once 
employed an Indian scout, of whom I got to 
be rather fond. T had his picture taken 
and not long after that he died. One day 4 
number of the members of the tribe came 
to the fort and I saw quite a commotion 
among them. I soon discovered the oc- 
casion of it was the picture of my scout. 
I tried to get him to examine it, but not 
one of them would touch it. All day long 
there was a great commotion among them 
and about dark an old woman accompaniec 
by two or three younger women, came to 
my office. She sald she was the mother of 
the boy and wanted the picture. Her con- 
duct and her action of those who came 
with her were so remarkable that I asked 
her what she wanted with It. Some of tne 
older officers told me then that her sole 
object was to take it away and destroy it. 
“On another occasion a famous chief died 
and we decided to give him a prominent 
burial. During the day the [Indians spirit- 
ed his body away and we could never get 
a trace of him.” 
For years the Comanches took theifr de%.z 
somewhere in the mountains and burie 
them where no one could ever unearth the 
body The moment a body is laid under 
the sod no [Indian willingly looks on the 
rave again. All mention of the departe! 
s tabooed. Widows do not mention the 
names of thelr deceased husbands. If 
an Indian has credit at a trading store his 
widow will put In an anpnearance after hi: 
death and demand credit. But she will 
never explain to the trader that she is 
anybody's widow. To mention her de- 
ceased husband’s name is to give her such 
mortal offense that she will trade else- 
where. 


Why, then, should the Indian seek to 
build a fortune or outline a future for his 
son? With his death the name is forgot- 
ten and the evil, as well as the good, is in- 
terred with his bones. 

For twenty-five years the Indians tn the 
reservations soon to be settled a white 
men wil) live on their allotments, for they 
will not be rmitted to sell them. Their 
numerous wives will Iive with them. Hach 
tribe is practically to itself. It will have 
its own schools and villages. The men who 
now control the Indian trade have no fear 
of losing It. 

The Indian method of trading is as pe 
culilar as their practice regarding the dead 
Lo buys one ae f at a time. e 
wants a handkerchief, mouth “ and a 
sack of tobacco he will tender a bill. tf he 
has it, and pay for his handkerchief. After 
he has received the change he will look 
about the store and point to the mouth 
harp. He will y for that and ther buy 
his sack of tobacco. An Indian on this 
reservation has never been known to buy 
several articies and pay for them all ut 
once. Nor does it do to suggest an article 
to him. If the shop keeper should offer 
him an article he would forthwith come to 
the conclusion that there was something 
the matter with it. He makes his own & 
lection and when he has the money pays 
as he goes. 

But the Indian will not make an objec- 
tionable neighbor for the homesteader who 
aitenda to his business. No one now on 
either the Kiowa or Wichita reservation 
ever thinks of locking a door against an 
Indian. -Uniless he is approached, the KI- 
owa, Comanche or Caddo will show no sign 
of recognition. He attends strictly to his 
own business and wants to be let alone. 
He is neither thief nor disturber. He ‘s itm- 
moral, but his offenses are tribal. Even the 
ghost dance is no longer objected to by the 
government. It has grown into a religion 
which teaches the common brotherhood of 
man. 

The language of the Comanches is the 
court language of the reservation. Ia 
their commun.cationse with each. other and 
the. whites the various tribes speak only 
the Comanche language. No one seems to 
understand just how this was brought 
about. It is no more difficult to master the 
Kiowa or Caddo language than the Com- 
anche. 
The Comanches are the most populous 
tribe in either reservation. Their tribal sign 
ie ‘snakes. They were driven sou.nward 
from vee by the S‘oux and tn 1719 oc- 
cipled what is now western Kansas. In 
1800 they roamed over the country about the 
heads of the Arkansas, Red, iIrinity and 
Brazos rivers on territo now included 
in the boundaries of Colorado, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas. They have always 
been t wanderers. Even now those 
who ve reservations which could be 
lie@ a home are oftener found elsewhere. 
t ie not unusual for a family to eat its

Francisco. 


PLAYED IMPORTANT PARTS 


THE DAUGHTER OF A KENTUCKY 
TAVERNKEEPER. 


Her Second Husband Was United 
States Senator and Later “Duke 
of Sonora”’ at Hands of 
Napolcon III. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky,. July 13.—The death of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Gwin at San Francisco a 
few days ago has revived interest In this 
Kentucky woman, who, in her prime, 
played an important part in the affairs o! 
the country, though age long since force 
her into retirement. 
more than passing importance. 

Mrs. Gwin was Mary Bilizabeth Hamp- 
ton Bell, and she was born at Russellville. 
Ky., in 1816. Her father was the proprietor 
of Bell's gavern, which, In the days before 
railroads, was one of the most importan! 
points on the highways which then per 
mitted travel] through the state. Bell's 
Tavern was known not only in Kentuck) 
but all over the country for the good cheer 
that could be found there. One of the feat- 
ures was that at each guest's pviate ther 
was always placed a glass of peacn brandy 
and honey. It was located where Glas 
gow Junction now stands, and the ruins ol 
the stone building which Bell built are stil, 


to be seen. 

Mary Bell grew into a beautiful girl, and 
was the tavern toast. When she was only 14 
years old William G.* Logan, a surveyor of 
Glasgow, wooed her and they were mar- 
ried. Loean was interested in land in Texas 
and took his bride there. They were great 
friends of Sam Houston and other per- 
sons who still live in the pages of nistesy: 
About 1x36 Logan died, and his widow, stil! 
a girl in years, returned to her fathers 
house. The story is that Dr. William Gwin, 
whie riding by the tavern, saw the beauty 
at work on the rear porch and was 80 
struck by her charms that he stoppec 
once to win her. They were marriec 
Vicksburg, Miss., but went to live in 1 
Orleans, and were there when news came 
that gold had been discovered in Ca ifornia, 
Mrs. Gwin was a dauntless woman and 
urged her husband to go to California. 

They arri.ed in San Francisco tn 18 
and Dr. Gwin was elected United States 
senator in the same year, though the state 
was not admitted to the union until] 182. 
The senator and his handsome wife went 
to Washington, where they entertained 
with lavish hospitality. President James 
Buchanan became one of Mrs. Gwin's great 
udmirers. 

Senator Gwin served two terms as sen 
ator. He made the journey to and from 
Ca'ifornia via the Isthmus of Panama 
Mrs. Gwin spurred him on in h's work, anc 
it was due to their joint efforts that San 
Francisco secured the branch mint, the 
navy vard and the Mare Island Depot. He 
advocated the annexation of Hawali and a 
transpacific line of steamers. He offered 
a bill tn 1852 for the construction of a Pa- 
cific ra‘lroad. 

Mrs. Gwin wasitn Washington when Ade 
lina Patti made her start, and she aildec 
— young singer in a way the latter never 
orgot. 

When the war broke out Dr. Gwin sided 
with the Confederacy. Mrs. Gwin went tc 
Baltimore, and afterward, when it was sus- 
pected that she was aiding the South, she 
ran the blockade to Paris. The Gwin home 
'n the French metropolis became Confed- 
erate headquarters. All the noted south- 
erners eathered there. 

After the war Mrs. Gwin formed a plan of 
colonizing the state of Sonora itn exico 
with dissatisfied southerners. This was 
based on the contention of Napoleon !1! 
that France could claim Sonora for services 
rendered the Mexican government. He 
agreed to its settlement and promised Dr 
Gwin the title of ‘‘viceroy of Sonora with 
the rank of duke.” 

In January. 1865, Dr. Gwin went to Mex- 
ico with letters to Maximilian. Dr. Gwin 
returned to Paris, and Napoleon was about 
to aid him with troops when the empire 
tottered and fell. The dukedom vanished 
and 1866 Dr. Gwin was arrested on <us- 
nicion of disloyalty to the United States 
He was kept six months at Fort Jackson. 
near New Or'eans. He was released largely 
through the efforts of George D Prentias 
the noted Loufevilie Journalist, and retoined 
his fami'y in Paris. When Ca'ifornia elect. 
ed a Democratic governor Mr. Gwin re- 
turned to that state.

TWO CONTRACTS FOR CONVICTS 


Florida Suddenly Finds That Supposed 
Solution of Her Trouble Is 
Really No Relief. 


TALLAHASSBE, Fia., July 13.—The con- 
vict question in Florida will not down. 
Although it has been widely heralded tha 
a happy and eminently satisfactory solu- 
tion of this problem, which has troubled 
the administrative and legislative depart- 
ments of the state for years past, had bee 
found when on June 4 Commissioner of 
Agriculture B. E. McLin entered into a 
contract with the Florida Naval Stores 
and Commission Co. of Jacksonville to 
lease to that company all of the state con- 
victs for a period of four years, beginning 
Jan. 1, 1902, at eae: price of $151.50 a year 
for each convic:, which contract was ap- 
proved. as provided by law, by the board 
of cvinmissioners of state institutions— 
consisting of the governor and his six 
cabinet officers—there still remains a seri- 
ous obstacle to be overcome, which may 
yet prevent the enforcement of the con- 
tract with the naval stores concern as it 
now stands.

The well is about 
39 feet deep and has not been in use for 
several years, owing to the fact that an 
artesian well was bored near it some time 
ago. Since the continued dry weather the 
owner of the property, W. J. Knorpp, de- 
cided to have the well cleaned out and put 
in use for the tenants. 

There are no oll tanks or de 
well that could cause a lea e of oil 
into it, and the amount of oll en from 
the well is entirely too large a quantity to 
have goten in by accident. 

Mr. Knorpp who is a wealthy business 
man of this city, has gta refused a 
fancy pftice for an option on the well, and 
says he intends to bore for oil at once 
on the property. 

A few years ago an artesian well was 
drilled across the street from this to a 
depth of 306 feet, but owing to the oily 
taste of the water it was never used. Un- 
til today no serious thought was ever en- 
tertained that oil was in this place.

Im 
mediate rain could but partially save it, 
and a few more days of drouth will settk 
its fate. 

Friday night a gleam of hope appeared 
for the farmers in Boone County. Heavy 
clouds came with sunfall, and with a 
stifling atmosphere which made sleeping 
under a rovf almost an impossibility came 
flashes of lightning. 

Saturday morning the clouds overcast the 
sky to the east, a cooling breeze blew, and 
at 7 o’clock raindrops pattered in the dusty 
road. 

Then the promised shower went by, the 
sun came out in al] the flerceness of the 
previous days, and the farmer’s hopes 
again sank. 

Seated at a window, overlooking the 
parched expanse which was last spring the 
beautiful campus of the Missouri State Uni 
versity, Secretary G. B. Ellis of the State 
.Board of Agriculture is sending tu far- 
mers in all parts of the State the advice 
to plant millet, kaffir corn, cow peas and 
other forage crops. 

There is still time to raise forage which 
will carry stock through the winter, and 
if this is not done still greater losses await 
the farmer. Boone County farmers whose! 
corn has tasseled are now sowing millet, 
in accordance with Secretary Ellis’ advice. 

Potatoes, tomatoes and cabbages are al- 
most a dead loss in this section. The 
pasture lots are a yellow mockery to the 
hungry cattle, and the milk supply is fail-

After serv ng his term in prison rowe 
returned to St Joseph on is way to 
Omaha and was supplied by Brewster wiih 
suffic'ent funds to reach his home.

Cer- 
tain American humorists would eatract iu. 
from a funeral. All Americans are not hu- 
morous, but all have the sense of humo.. 
which is the faculty of recognizing what 
is funny at first sght. The English and 
Vermans lack the faculty wofully, but the 
French ehare it equally with the Amer 
icans. But while with us it proceeds f.om 
optimistic buoyancy, with the French ti 
comes from over-informed cynicism “ 

Finally Mr. Depew said that he himsel! 
had been rather annoyed throughout life 
by the prominence given to his faculty to 
recite anecdotes. He had never heard nur 
made an after-dinner speech which would 
resist analysis as a piece of oratory 

“But.” he added, “‘Europeans will never 
realize how indulgent the American publi 
lis to its orators and fiction writers and 
playwrights.’

AND RAIN SEEMS 
AN INPOSSIBILITY 


KANSAS CITY. Mo., July 13.—Despite lo 
cal thunder storms, accompanied by sligh! 
rainfall, in western Missouri, the drouth 
that is burning up vegetation in Missouri 
Kansas. Oklahoma and Indian Terr'tory Is 
still unbroken. The Kansas City weathe. 
observer says: ‘““The atmosphere is so un! 
formly heated to such a «reat altitude tha 
it makes precipitation almost impossible 
Clouds mav gather and a few drops of rain 
mav fall. but the lower stratum of air is s 
hot that the rain drops would be trans- 
formed to vapor tn passing through iIt.”’ 
There is no relief in sight. and the situa- 
tion becomes worse each hour. Severa 
days ago one-fourth of a corn crop i» 
Kansas was hoped for. The estimate now 
must be still further reduced. Prayer fo: 
rain will be offered in scores of churches In 
Missouri and Kansas tomorrow. 

The Kansas City live stock market is 
an index to the situation. The cattle mar- 


ket has gone through one of the most try- 
ing weeks in many summers. As man) 


feeders as possible are holding back thei. 
cattle in hope that rain will relieve them. 
Each day, however, brings them nearer 
the inevitable and commission men are 
flooded with letters indicating that next 
week is the longest they can hold out 
Ruling prices are the lowest in many years, 
and during the last few days the com- 
moner grades of stock cattle could not be 
sold at any price.

HAY SELLS AT 
$90 PER TON 
IN KANSAS CITY

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 13—Hay sold 
this morning for $20 a ton, a cent a pound. 
the highest price ever reached in this mark- 
et. This is almost as much, pound for 
pound, as wheat is worth. Keceipts were 
very small and most of the ,hay which 
came in was sold sometime ago in the 


country before the drouth became so 
serious. 

The advance in hay has been sensational!

about $19 per ton. Tuesday morning a 
firm of local hay dealers paid $10.50 per ton 
and an hour later contracted as many cars 
as possible at $11.

WHAT HARPER'S CASE SHOWS 


Plays to Have the Bat- 
ter Hit the Ball, but 
Tries to Control How He 
Shall Hit It— Sudhoff 
and Murphy on the 
Question. 


How to pitch winning baseball is a ques- 


tion that is agitating many an ambitious | 


twirler. 

It is the popular idea that speed and 
curves are the necessary requfsites. Yet 
many a ritcher with both of these and 
more fails to ‘make good.” 

It has been the custom with most occu- 
pants of the grand stand to gauge the 
ebility of a box artist by the number of 
strikeouts he scores during a game. But 
the testimony of the six members of tiie 


St. Louls Club's pitching staff is, without 
exception, that strikeouts, as a means o! 
winning ball games, are entirely secondar}). 

A story is told on Breitenstein, illustrat- 
ing what was once the idea of the im- 
portance of deluding batters into fanning. 

Bre'tenstein pitched a game against some 
southern Ilinols team, in wuicn his pitch- 
ing had been featured as an attraction to 
draw the crowd. Breitenstcin's club won 
the game, shutting its opponents out and 
leting them down with three or four hits. 
As usual, Breitenste'n relied on his flelders, 
and very few strikeouts resulted. 

After the contest the manager of the > 
posing team remarked that he thought 
“Breit’ was an exploded phenomenon. 

“Why,” said he, “our pitcher’ scored 
more strikeouts than he did,’ attributin 
the winning of the game to the good wor 
of. the. fielders! 

The pitcher has enough to do _ without 
bending all his energ‘«s and exhausting 
himeelf in a futile endeavor to strike out 
every batter who faces him. 

As a matter of fact strike-outs are se- 
riously attempted only in cases of emersg- 


ency. 
Pitcher Powell has some interesting views 
on the subject: 


BY PITCHER JACK POWELL. 


If a man were to pitch for strike-outs 
only he would last about as long as lard in 
a hot skillet. 

Only when I get something real easy, or 
when the bases are ful! and an outfield hit 
means a run, do I aim to make the batter 
fan out. 

In the majority of cases I expect the 
batter to hit the ball. I know my min, 

ow he hits and to what place. I see that 
he fieldere are promt placed, then I give 

im the kind of ba!!l 1 think he likes least. 

f he strikes out, as sometimes happens. 
all t, but if he hits it. the chances are 
that it will to a waiting fielder. 

No pitcher can rely upon his speed, 
curves or whatever he has entirely. He 
must ask the help of the men behind hin. 

Sometimes you get hot at a batter and 
‘set In to strike him out for spite, as ! 
did Billy Hallman in the Philadelphia sc- 
ries. T struck him out, too, but was 
throwing away no chances by trying it. 

It is supposed that a pitcher has a rea- 
onable amount of speed, curves and charge 
of pace. Having these, the most important 
necessity. to. pitching winning ball ‘s a 
thorough knowledge of the batsmen of ihe 
League. Right there is half of the battle. 


Sudhoff. who is popularly credited with 
having only an average assortment of 
speed and puzzlers, from his success this 
season, is well entitled to express an opin- 
fon on the value of judgment. 


BY PITCHER WILLIE SUDHOFF. 


It's worth a good deal to a pitcher to 
know where to put a ball to a batsman so 
that he will hit it to a certain sport. 
Strikeouts are an incident in the game. 
not the policy of a pitcher.

the dark and biologists would have no 
foundation for their conclusions. 

These are the records which have been 
preserved so that man may know what sort 
of beings inhabited the earth before he 
came upon it. 

The deposits in Wyoming are especially 
valuable, because they are more recent 
than similar deposits In any other part of 
the world. The sclentist who studies the 
strange things found in these rocks gets 
very close to the time when man made his 
advent. I have specimens of fishes im- 
bedded in rock which closely resemble the 
species found alive today. Other forms ot 
life have been silmlarly preserved, even 
vegetable life. 

Without these specimens it would be {m- 
possible to fathom many of the secrets of 
nature. With them jin our possession we 
have the proof that at some time there was 
a great disaster in which all life, at loust 
cn portions of the earth, were destroyed. 

First there was a great flood and the 
fishes and reptiles were happy. 

Then the waters subsided, leaving these 
creatures floundering about, helpless, in the 
mud. As they sank deeper and deeper in 
their living grave the sediment hardened 41) 
avout them until, at last, they were en- 
cased in solid rock, There we find them to- 
day. Their bony structure in many cases 
is perfectly preserved, though petrified. 

We are ahle to study these specimens and 
classify them. Hvery fossil that is found 
makes the history of the world more cum- 
plete. It tells man something more of the 
things that happened long before he him- 
self came into being.

IXTY men and women secure employ 

S ment every day in St. Louls by ap- 

plying to the Missourl Free Empuioy- 
ment Bureau at £13% Chestnut street. 

As many more are employed through 
similar offices at St. Joseph and Kansas 
City. 

The free employment bureau has become 
a busy intermediary between ithe people 
and the employers of labor. It now exists 
in nine states. They are Missouri, Dlinois, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Washington, Ohio, 
West Virginia, New York and Connecti- 
cut. At the annual convention of state 
labor commissioners in St. Louls in May, 
the commissioners from the nine states 
having free employment bureaus decided 
to meet at Niagara Falls in September and 
arrange a helpful co-operation between 
states in this rapidly growing work. 


The free employment office opened in the 
city by the State of Missourl is something 
new and important In employment agencies 
in St. Louls. It comes in direct competi- 
tion with a great many private agencies, 
some of them operating upon an extensive 
scale. It offers to do for nothing what 
the private companies have been accus- 
tomed to doing for fees ranging from $1 
to $2. And it ts getting a great deal of 
business, doubtless the lion's share of it. 

A bulletin board stands in front of the 
St. Louls office of the free employment 
department of the Missouri Labor Commis- 
sion. On the day the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
inquired into the work the bulletin said

We are now securing employment for a 
great many ‘workers, and are serving a 
double usefulness In securing workers for 
persons wishing to employ. We would do 
many times as much as we do if the 
people had a better knowledge of our work. 
We have had no funds with which to ad- 
vertise and have riot been well located. 
Since we have come to Chestnut street 
and put our bulletin out we attract a great 
deal of attention and increase the volume 
of our usefulness many times. 

The idea of employment work is to serve 
as an intermediary between employes and 
employers of labor. We are succeeling 
in this more and more all the time. I ex- 
pect to see it become a highly successful 
institution when the community secures @ 
better knowledge of what we are doing. 
We want the person who wants help to 
acquaint us with thelr wants. We want the 
person who wants work to do the same 
thing. Our work between them is done 
without charge, the greatest possible fee 
being two cents for postage on a letter 
of notification. 


Prior to the opening of this state em- 
ployment agency, there were many em- 
ployment agencies in the city, all of them 
private concerns and the greater portion 
of them preying upon the working people 
in a shameful way. Some of these people 
are sfill operating. They are almost all 
frauds. There is a class of employment 
agencies that does quite a lot of work fur- 
nishing laborers for railroad contractors. 
There is more legitimacy in this sort of 
agency than tn any of the others. 

The State of Missouri has opened this 
free employment department to rescue the 
people from the swindlers who were doing 
a big business in all the large cities of the 
State. We have this office and similar of- 
tices In Kansas City and St. Joseph. Prior 
to thelr establishment the working people 
were being preyed upon in a shameful 
way. Many of them are still being preyed 
upon, despite our efforts. We have at- 
tempted to shut up the more flagrant of- 
fenders, but it is a difficult matter. They 


demand from an applicant for work ah ad- 
vance fee of from $1 to $%. They keep the 
money whether or not the applicant gets 
a position. We 
them for this, but have falled to secure 
convictions. The law seems lax. It 

the employment agen shall be given a 
reasonable time in which to secure work 
for the applicant. Mr, Johnsen, the prose- 
cuting attorney, fixes this period of reason- 


able time at 30 days. The most of the ap- - 


plicants for work at these agencies are 


strangers in St. Louig who cannot afford to. 


stay in thé city 30 days awaiting the posi- 


tion the employment agent is to get them. 


Even if they do remain here and do not 
secure work, they cannot recover their fee. 
They are not a class of people who are ag- 
gressive for their own. 

To learn just how unfair some of these 
agencies are, I secured the books of a de- 
funct concern and took from a list of five 
thousand names of applicants, eix hun- 
dred. I write letters to these people, ask- 
ing them what fee they had paid when 
they applied for work and what the re- 
sult had been. I got In response 300 letters. 
They were a remarkable proof of the un- 
fairness of the company. The 300 persons 
who wrote me had paid from $1 to $2 
on the understanding that they would be 
given employment immediately. Not one 
of them had ever been given work. Not 
one of them had recovered the money paid 
when they made application. 

There has been an unholy traffic in labor 
in St. Louls. There is still too much of 
it. The remedy is a place where the peo- 
ple ray secure work without paying a cent, 
and such an institution is now maintained 
by the siate in the thrée largest cities of 
Missour!l. Our Kansas City office had 2042 
applications . for employment in June. It 
furnished 2203 of these people with work. 
This was an exceptionally good month in 
Kansas City because of the demand for 
harvesters In Kansas.

sourl the finest hunting club properties In 
the United States. 

The membership of the Culvre Club (pro- 
nounce Kwee-ver, French for copper), !s 
limited to 20. The admission !s by invita- 
tion. The initiation fee is $1500. The cost 
of perpetual membership is a moderate for- 
tune. It is approximated that every duck 
killed at the Cuivre Club lakes costs its 
slayer $10, and thie despite the fact that it 
is not an uncommon thing for a Culvre 
clubman to kill a hundred ducks in a day, 
®0 exceptional is the shooting on the 200°- 
acre Missour! preserve owned and hunted 
by these wealthy sportsmen. 

A duck killed by a member on the club 
preserves, cooked in the club kitchen and 
served in the club dining room must be paid 
for &t the same rate as the duck served a 
chance customer of a first-class restaurant 
in St. Louls.

The Cuivre Club !s chiefly a duck-hunt- 
ing institution. Nothing elee could account 
for the presence of the great white house 
on the Cuivre flats. It is a $10,000 struc- 
ture, looking odc and out of place in the 
waste field around it, but the sportsmen 
readily understands at mention of “‘ducks.” 
For here, indeed, is a duck country. There 
are four lakes within sight, one of them, 
Maple lake, a Mecca of the water fowl 
every autumn and spring. The fence of the 
Culvre Club surrounds 2000 acres of lakes 
and lands. No other sportsmen hunt here 
but the Cuivre men. So the Cuivre lakes 
and the Culvre acres, unlike almost every 
other hunting ground in the Mississippi 
valley, are not overhunted. This is the 
reason 20 wealthy sportemen of St. Louis 
regard it worth while to maintain the 
elaborate Culvre Club. 


St. Louls has more sportsmen than any 
other city in the world. It is but natural 
that she should also have the first hunt- 
ing club. The Culvre Club is accorded this 
Aistinction. It Is an illustration of how nice 
it is to be rich. 

The members of the Culvre Club love to 
hunt. They can afford to devote more 
money to hunting in a single season than 
the average hunter can afford to spend on 
ihe eport in half his days. They have pur- 
chased a 2000-acre tract of land. They 
have bullt on it three houses. The largest 
of these is now two years old. It is the 
only $10,000 hunting clubhouse in the United 
States. It has 2 suites of rooms—one for 
each club member and twe extra for guests. 
it has a great drawing-room, exquisitely 
furnished and appointed; a beautiful bal- 
cony, electric lights, hot and cold water, 


© baths, heaters, etc. There is a great open 
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two costly center tables. The floor is cov- 
ered with rugs and the wails are decorated 
with triumphs of taxidermy and picturesque 
bric-a-brac gifts. 

The duck hunter who does his campaign- 
ing in a tent would almost scream in as- 
tonishment to look into one of the suites 
of the Cuivre Club house. He would see 
brass beds with felt and hair mattresses 
and rich coverings; birds-eye maple dress- 
ers, elaborate furniture, electric lights, ao 
ter, etc. On the floors are costly rugs. The 
windows are curtained, and there is clean- 
liness and good housekeeping. 

Standing on the balcony of the clubhouse 
and looking down into the drawing room, 
one sees a long and beautiful room in rich 
furnishings. There is a mounted panther 
upon the west mantel, a moosehead at one 
end of the balcony way and an elkhead 
across the way. A great tarpon is in a 
frame by the rear door. There are rare 
and beautiful birds in glass shelters, among 
them a pair of highiy prized Alodino black 
jack ducks. 

Southwest of the new clubhouse is the 
dining hall and property room. This was 
the home of the Cuivre hunters in former 
days. There are things to delight a sporis- 
man over in this structure. One whole 
room is bordered with mounted birds, all 
killed at Cuivre. Cases of game birds dec- 
erate other corners and walls. The club 
guns occupy & closet in one of the cor- 
ners. Guns costing $500 are common among 
them. Some of them cost as high as $1000. 
All are of the finest American and foreign 
makes. It is a part of the work of Will- 
iam Bechen, the custodian, to look after 
these guns. Some of them are of excep- 
tional value and are kept where they may 
be readily rescued in case of fire. One 
of these, belonging to H. Clay Pierce, is ac- 
counted the finest shotgun ever brought to 
St. Louls.

I 
there is any invention facilitating duc 
hunting that has not found its way int 
this place, it would be difficult to find. Th 
rich man of the Cuivre Club numbers hi 
his outfit something more than a shotgun 
and a pair of gum boots. He has wading 
suits, sink boats, many different kinds of 
decoys, trained live ducks, duck calls and 
many another thing. There seem trap? 
pings enough for & hundred men in the 
property rooms. 
Maple Lake is about a mile from t 
clubhouse. The hunters ride to and fro i 
a wagon. They climb into their blinds an 
shoot, and climb out and ride back. The 
have much better shooting than the ordi- 
nary lake affords. And they get it with 
very little work. Hardship is eliminated at 
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the Culvre Club. It ts cuite surprising to 
see how the wealth of the clubmen enables 
them to kill without experiencing 
the fatigue ordinarily a 
part of every duck hunt. 

Some of Culvre clubmen are 
shots. H. Pierce accounted 
best. He is an expert with a shotgun. 
quick, accurate and kills clean. 
friends regard him as one of the best gen- 
tlemen shots the United States. He is 
an enthusiastic hunter, as are also Messrs. 
Morton. Clark and Van Blarcom, who rank 
after Mr. Pierce in the matter of prowess 
in the fleld. It !s illustrative of the shoot- 
ing up there to tell that Messrs. Clark and 
Hiaarstick killed on Maple Lake in one 
day's shooting last fall 1% ducks, Mr. Clark 
getting 98 and Mr. Haarstick %, and that 
Mr. Van Biarcom killed 52 ducks in two 
hours and a half. 

When a member of the Culvre Club dies 
his share in the club properties reverts to 
the club. He has paid a great deal for 
his twentieth part, but it fs his only so 
long as he lives. It is not transferable. 
At his death the other 19 members elect 
a twentieth. They do this yee, Mat 
prising anyone that he is to be ted 
upon for membership. Whoever is given 
the 19 ballots ts notified that he has been 
admitted to the Culvre Club. The unsuc- 
cessful candidate is never made aware uf 
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what has occurred. 


No other St. Louis hunting club has rules 
like those of the Cuivre Club. A mem 
can entertain during the hunting seasons 
spring and autumn, but four friends, © 
the same friend four times, a visit being 
limited to two days and costing the host 
$5 a visit. Ladies are not admitted during 
the hunting seasons. The wives and fami- 
lies of the members have an entre to the 
clubhouses at all other times of the year. 
t costs a member of the club # cents f< 
occupy his owa bed in his own room, f 
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pays for every little thing he eats and 
drinks. A 
stopped over night at the clubhouse with 
a company of friends on a tally-ho party. 
The bill was $0. 

The members of the Cuivre Club have en- 
tertained a number of notables at their 
clubhouse and hunting grounds. President 
Diaz of Mexico has hunted there. It is one 
of the annual pleasures of some of the 
gentlemen sportsmen of St. Louis and other 
cities to be entertained at the Culvre Club 
and hunt ducks on the club lakes. The ex- 
ceptional shooting there makes an invita- 
tion highly prized by men who enjoy a 
day over the decoys. It is not like the 
ordinary duck hunt on some sandbar of the 
river, where the approach of a flock of 
ducks is heralded by rattling volleys all 
up and down the shores, the ducks mount- 
ing higher and flying faster with each fresh 
discharge. Few people hunt on the Culvre 
Club's lakes. All twenty of the club mem- 
bers could not crowd the shooting grounds 
if they should chance to go out the-ésame 
day, which they never do. Two, four, six, 
and sometimes as many as ten, is about 
as high as the hunters ever pumber at 
the grounds in a single day. Ahy #sports- 
man will appreciate the consequent possi- 
bility of good shooting.

move as swiftly as if it had a hundred. 
Generally it lies with only an inch of two 
of its sharp shel) sticking out of the sand. 
When danger threatens, it extends its 
white, fleshy siphon from the lower part 
of the shell, forms it into a point and 
digs a hole. 

Then as suddenly it forces water into the 
Organ and expands it into a concave disk. 
This acts like the sucker in a pump, and 
sucks enough sand away to allow the clam 
to slide below the surface like a shot. A 
man cannot d.g fast enough to overiake the 
black fugitive. 

The barnacie is as common as sand. No- 
where along the Atlantic coast is it safe 
to swim near a spile or rock or any solid 
object that has been in the waiter any 
length of time, because the chances are 
that it is studded with these little shell 


fish, and one might as well catch hoid of 


& hay cutter in full motion as to swing 
in the swell] against a colony of barnacies. 

It happens often that a swimmer tries to 
catch a floating log in the ocean, and finds 
too late that it is white with them. He is 
lucky then if his scratches are only skin 
deep. 

Men have been washed by rollers over 


shallow ledges of rock where these little 


broken cups sat, and emerged from the en- 


counter with their entire bodies torn as 


if they had been fighting wildcats. 
Many a swimmer has come out of the sea 
with torn and bleeding hands and legs and

Now he 
is @ helpless villain in reality if one will 
‘but suffer and be strong. Lift the afflicted 
foot gently. seize the crab by his swimmers 

:- and you have him. 

He cannot reach behind him far enough 
to get you, although he will make a des- 
perate “biuff’ that would win him fortune 
in poker. When you have him Ormily by 
the swimmer. seize the claw that is not 
busy at the time and break it off. It will 
come itke a ripe plum Then, if he does 
not let go, and probably he wont, he can 
be parted from his other claw with pleas- 
urable ease. 

The sea spider ts another crab that hurts 
pink toes But he does not do it by biting. 
The sea spider has long shears, but they 
are so weak that they dangle quite heip- 
leasiy when he is lifted from the water. 
Hie speciality is to forget all his poor pow- 
ers when an enemy approaches, including 
even his not too beautiful style of walk- 
tng. 

He just falls tn a heap, prone with ter- 
yor. Being a knob-covered beast with «a 
muddy back like a shagbark hickory nut, 
be is not «a joy to those who step on him, 
but rather like a box of sma!) carpet tacks 
with all the points sticking upward. It is 
well that beauty punctured cruelly by him,

“\ If ahe should feel hysterically sure that 
Geath must follow the wounds, for the sea 
spider is truly named and looks exactly 
like a great sprawling tarantula But this 
tarantula te not poisonous. If ever a gentie 
soul was in a horrid body, the ugly duck- 
ling of the ocean has it. 

Now there te the searobin, the most com- 
mon along the Atlantic coast of those beau- 
tiful butterfly fishes, the gurnards. He is as 
nobly handsome as the sea spider is hid- 
eous. 

His shapely body ts crimson, with a 
tawny gold on the belly. His armorciad 
head is red and yellow. His emerald eyes 
are set, as such jewels should be, in a mm 
of gold and ruby. 

His pectorals are not fins, but wings that 

- #ften measure a foot in length and that 
ere veined with dainty arabesques 

' of glowing tints. He does not swim—he 
soars. He has a voice, too, and can croak 
like @ mighty bullfrog. And this gifted 
creature is poisonous. 

On hig back he carries a dorsal fin that 
fie a ripsaw. When the searobin is quies- 
cent the ripsaw is folded nicely and po- 
litely and lies along his back in a pretty 
‘frill. Bat on the tnstant that unwary hand 
or feot touches him, zip! it stands erect 
and tears the flesh with a score of tiny, 
venomous needles. 

A sore produced that way often takes 

* months te heal. Abscesses form and the 
fiesh around the wound remains inflamed 
despite al) healing lotions. 

The toadfish is a humble and retiring fish ‘ 
that desires to harm no one. But when 
pink toes find him they wil) bear the evi- 
dGences for days. The toadfish ts as homely 
among fishes as the spider crab is among 


crustacea. 
‘mr Any self-respecting land toad has reason 
>. for objecting to the fact that sea toad 
>" ts 80 named. He ts a s'imy thing that looks 
sas if he were made out of a particularly 
poor quality of mud. His mouth ts almost 
of him. 
has no teeth, but has bony plates in- 
et Hold a knife near that wide carv- 
' rn and the bony plates will go sanp, and 
' thereafter the sea toad will hand on like 
‘& bulldog. and will permit himself to be 
‘lifted from the water rather than to let go 
. he doesn't bite persons. His 
of offense is in a@ pair of bony 
at tle folded along his side. 
Just under his gills, and when 
they stand out stiff and 
a@ lazy brute, he loves tw 
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averred to terror-stricken fellow bathers 
that he was attacked by a savage monster 
of the sea, when really his only antagunist 
was the barnacle-covered log. 

A spiny feilow who hurts when he is 
trodden on is the funny globular blow- 
fish. When he has puffed himself up into a 
round ball, with all the colors of the rain- 
baw shining over him, he floats on the 
surface and harms none. But when he has 
no wind in him he fs flabby and melan- 
choly and inaline@ to lie around under sea- 
weed waiting for food. 

His skin is covered with hundreds of tiny 
but intensely keen spines, and to step on 
him then feels as if one had stepped on a 
sponge filled with pins. It pleases neither 
stepper nor steppee. 

Often, when beauty Jumps and com- 
plains that she has hurt herself on sharp 
little stones, she has trodden on and ruined 
& wonderful habitation—the house of the 
sea worms that build villages for them- 
selves. These are the diopatra, the largest 
and most powerful of the worms in the 
ocean near our coasts. 

Each worm makes a long, thin tube for 
himself. Often hundreds of these tubes wil] 
be found sticking together. They make 
a formation on the bottom which is so 
much like a heap of cinders that most. 
bathers think that is what the heap is. No 
one who is not content to watch the up- 
promising conglomeration for hours could 
possibly imagine what wonderful beauty it 
hides. 

So long ts there Is the least disturbance 
to make the worms suspicious the heap of 
cinders remains a heap of cinders. But let 


the suspicions of the worms be lulled and 
suddenly each tube blossoms with glo- 
rious ocean flower—delicate as foam, gor- 
geous as a rainbow. 

Each flower is head of a worm. Bending 
in the current, with tentacles twining gent- 
ly around each other and feeling out in 
the water for food, the colony at once be- 
comes a garden. But not one in ten thous- 
and bathers ever sees this sight, for the 
worms are as sensitive as the finest elec- 
tric instrument, and the least movement of 
the beholder will send them scurrying deep 
into their tubes. So swiftly do they with- 
draw their heads when alarmed that the 
quickest eye is not quick enough to fol- 
low them. 

The diopatra are not the only common 
things that no bather ever sees. Along the 
entire East coast there lie, day after day, 
tide after tide, clam shells, snai) shelis and 
stones with dirty, slimy, wartlike specks 
on them. 

Rab them and nothing is left except a 
disagreeabie viscid fluid. Yet all these 
specks are living oc an flowers, the wonder. 
ful sea anemones that vie with land flow- 
ers in beauty and with the oddest of land 
land animals in oddity. 


Pick up one of those dirty shells with 
the warts on it and place ft carefully in 
a pool of clear cold sea water where the 
tide can reach to keep it pure, and you 
will see a marvelous thing. So slowly 
that the motion is almost imperceptibie, 
the wart will lengthen itself out just the 
least bit. 

Then its apex begins to swell, and finally 
a sharp eye can sce that it is opening. 
Suddenly petals commence to sprout from 
it. You are beholding the growth of a per- 
fect blossom. Bit by bit the delicate, rich- 
tinted petal grows. It may take five, min- 
utes, it may take an hour, according to 
circumstances, before the entire flower is 
open. But it is worth waiting for, even if 
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one has to wait an entire day. 

These petals are every shape and of every 
size and of every color. Seme anemones 
are exactly like splendid dahlids when they 
are fully open. Others are of a delicate 
texture and tint like purple asters. 

Even the homely spider crab makes pa- 
thetic attempts to beautify itself. And this 
sight, too, one of the most common almost 
everywhere along shore, is most uncommon 
to the thousands because they do not use 
their eyes. The sea spider has a habit, 
which has earned for the creature the com- 
mon name of decorator crab, of decking 
itself out with ornaments. 

Lie down by a poo! that contains one of 
the uncouth things and watch ft. Lavor- 


ously, clumsily, sad colored, it crawls along 


shunned by and shunning every other liv- 
ing thing. Its legs and shears look like 
water-mildewed twigs, spotted with white 
leprous blotches’ of rottenness here and 
there. 

Yet see! Suddenly this thing stops short 
and seizes a bit of bright green weed. 
Slowly and painfully the spider brings her 
shears back over her head and essays to 
fix the pretty thing on one of the sharp 
spines over her tiny skull. She has no mir- 
ror, yet as she sways in the current and 
shifts the green weed from one place to 
another, she looks horridly Nike a woman 
who is adjusting a new hat. 

Often a sea spider will clean out an en- 


_ tire little pool of all bits of bright weed 


and stick them all over herself until she 
resembles a particularly gaudy piece ,of 
millinery. 

Another common animal that makes use 
of the sea weeds, and that can be seen by 
all if they will but look, fs the sea raven. 
These fish are colored gaudily, some being 
a deep velvety maroon, others bright crim- 
son, still ithers brown and yellow. 

The sea ravens prefer deep water, but 
when food is plentiful in shore the trained 


eye can see specimens iurkiag in many 
places under banks and among the stones 
just beyond low water mark. 

Although they are so bright tn color, they 
share with certain brightly colored land 
animals the quality of being mottled so 
cunningly that they become almost entirely 
invisible when they find the proper sur- 
roundings. Just as the tiger and the zebra 
and the ieopard and the boa constrictor can 
hide perfectly not only im spite of, but by 
the very reason of their vivid coats, so the 
sea raven finds safe refuge among brown 
and white stones and green, brown and red 
sea weeds. 

His fine are fringed fantastically and 
there aré similar fringes around both jaws. 
These wave in the tide Just as the sur- 
rounding weed ds, and when the fish lies 
quiet, waiting for prey, he deceives even 
the sharpest-eyed fishes. When he Its dis- 
turbed he swims away so softly that even 
after he begins to move he looks muvre like 
a bunch of weed drifting away with the 
current than like a fish. 

Not so common as any of these creatures 
and hideous enough to justify alarm is an- 
other fish that hides among the weeds of 
the shore to lie in wait for prey.. He simu- 
lates a bunch of brown snapper weed grow- 
ing on a rock. 


He ts known by a multitude of names 
from Maine to Florida—goosefish, sea ang- 
ler, carpet bag. giant toadfish, fishing frog, 
frogfish, devilfish, sea devil, bellows fish, 
monkfish, mudfish and ever so many Others, 
This ts the biggest of the sea creatures 
that approach the bathing places except 
the dogfish, shark and porpoises. His title 
of sea devil is earned easily. ‘He is all 
mouth, and that mouth ts large enough in 
a ® or %-pound specimen to envelop 4 
man's head without stretching. Where 
his mouth ends his tall -begina. 

There is nothing tntermediate. The tail 
is a clublike thing. with an extremity that 


is exactly like a gigantic malformed uh- 
man hand. He has two pectoral fins that 
also are like hands. Around his mouth and 
on top of his head and back are rows and 
rows of little growths like fungus. 

These wave and ripple tn the water, so 
that when Mr. Fishing Frog is installed 
or under a frond 
of seaweed it Is quite fmpossible to guess 
that a particularily big and wicked and 
ugly fish is lying there. 

As soon as he has thus set the scene he 
prepares another deception, the strangest 
in many ways of which any living thing is

HILFE the original idea of tho pro- 
W. moters of the Loulsiana Purchase 
Exposition of 1903 In St. Loutls, 
was to celebrate one of, if not the greatest, 
political event in the history of the United 
States, circumstances brought about by 
the outgrowth of modern ideas in social as 
well as in commercial and industrial mat- 
ters, all over the world, have undoubtedly 
added to the St. Louls World's Fair an im- 
portance that was not dreamed of a couple 
ef years ago. 

At the close of the nineteenth century 
and the advent of the twentieth, the civil- 
ised nations of the globe, although aware 
of the development of the colossus of the 
wertern hemisphere, are still awe-inspired 
at the change that has taken place in the 
United States in so short a period of time 
es the last three years. This nation, from 
the position of an Isolated political entity, 
has emerged into a great world’s power; 
fits social influences have permeated all 
through the human family; the products of 
ite farms, its dairies and its mines are con- 
gumed in both hemispheres, and the imple- 
ments and other necessities sent out from 
its factories and workshops as perfected by 
the indefatigable mind of millions of its 
workingmen are used everywhere as models 
ef excellency and durability. 

In these times, when the struggle for ex- 
istence is more accentuated than at any 
other period in the historg of the human 
race, the producer as well as the consumer 
are wide awake to profit by the greatest 
possible advantage. Where are they to see 
and study the conditions they have to 
meet? Change, good luck, or foresight on 
the part of the promoters of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition have made S8t. Louis 
the favored spot for such a study 
The expositions held at Loadon and other 
capitals of the continents, the periodical 
ones at Paris, the Philadelphia celebration 
of the birth of the United States, and the 
Chicago one reminding the worlds of the 
Giscovery of the American continent, are 
not to be compared with importance of the 
Et. Louls World's Fair. While the others 
appealed more or less to pride and novelty 
in commercial and industria! gatherings, 
the one to be held hero, aside from the 
historical fact that it ts to be commemor- 
ated, is in fact a universal commercial and 
industrial necessity, forced on the nations 
by the events of the last few years. 

Spain bas taken more or jess prominent 
part in about all of the world's expositions 
for the last fifty years and the St. Loutls 
one, for the reasons given above, will 
S&ppeal more to her than the others in 
which she took part. My country, annoyed 
for many years by interior political dis- 
turbances and outside troubles, neglected 
Ste industries and commerce with the result 
Magee its valuable products are hardly known 

limited spheres and its manu- 
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not, Dy any means, poor in quality, are 
rarely appreciated except as matters of 
curlosity rather than of commercial neces- 
sity. This being the case, the largest man- 
ufacturers and producers of Spain are ask- 
Ing information about the St Louis World's 
Fair and have been doing so for over a 
year, when the idea began to 
tangible shape. Our Q@amibers of com- 
merce, responding to the demands of the 
manufacturers, are also asking for as much 
information as can be given them, and, 
finally, the Spanish authorities, while noth- 
ing has been done officially by them, they 
being more familiar with the necessities of 
the country than the Individuals thém- 
selves, are much more interested than any- 
one else. 

Besides the well-known manufacturing 
enterprises of the Catalan provinces and 
other provinces of Spain, Spaniards with 
large capital at their command have re- 
turned during the last few years to the 
mother country and have found profitable 
investments in different channels of com- 
merece, imparting with their money new 
blood and modern ideas and activity to the 
niready existing one. This has been am- 
ply shown at the late Paris World’s Fa’r 
and there is no doubt that it will be in 
evidence in the Loulsiana Purchase Expo- 
sition. Officially nothing yet has reached 
me, but everything Indicates the*fact that 
my countrymen are awake to the possibil- 
ities open to them by taking part in the 
World's Fair, and they will not allow 
these great possibilities to escape. St. 
Louls, by itself, with its immense produc- 
tion of bottled goods of every description, 
gives to my country an excellent market 
for one of her export products, such as 
the first-class corks, the quality of whicn 
is superior in Spain to any other. Few 
people have an idea of the millions of 
corks used in St. Louis every year. A 
single brewery expends over $150,000 a year 
in that commodity. 


Referring to the effect that the Wor!d's 
Fair will have on St. Louls, I think we 
can hardly realize it. St. Louis, after the 
Fair, will have more than a mililon in- 
habitants, and will extend Its present lim- 
its far beyond the limits now guessed at 
by the greatest optimists, and the city, 
now a gigantic universal workshop, wi)! 
be known the world over as the place 
where a large part of their necessities are 
now manufactured. Frequently, the 
writer, in his travels, has been asked if 
this or that article could be manufactured 
in St. Louls as well as in New York, 
Philadelphia or other cities of the Union, 
whence the goods in question were ex- 
ported. A close examination of these man- 
ufactured articles disclosed in the most 
hidden place their origin as “St. Louis” 
alone, or perhaps the most confusing mark 
of “S. L. Mo.,”"’ while the exporter got the 
whole benefit by having his name and 
place of business shown {n the most prom- 
inent part of the manufactured article, by 
means of elaborate brass or nickel-piated 
plate, 
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It is therefore pertinent to think that 
when the thousands upon thousands of 
visitors looking for information find out 
that St. Louls is the proper plage for them 
to get their supplies on every line of man- 
ufacture, they will certainly discounte- 
nance the middleman of the East and deal 
to 
the direct benefit of the inhabitants of this 
metropolis. 

As for me, I

lossal undertaking, that the greatest exhI- 
bition ever witnessed by the world will be 
that of 1903, and that it will go far beyond 
the greatest expectations.

I desire to say that 1 have already entered 
into correspondence with parties in Brazil, 
and will in a few days address our repre- 
sentatives—Hon. Assiz Brazil, minister 
plenipotentiary at Washington, and Dr, 
Fontoura Xavier, consul-general at New 
Y ork. 

I am desirous tha tthe United States of 
Brazil shail have a fine exhibit, and know 
the good will of the Brazillian towards the 
United States, as evidenced during the cele- 
brated: voyage of the Oregon at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American war, and 
again, within a few days, by the voluntary 
payment, without arbitration, by Brazil, in 
settlement of damages sustained by an 
American Baptist mission, Gestroyed by a 
mob. 

At the Columbian Fair at Chicago Rrazil 
did not make the exhibit she should have, 
mainly due to the fact that the country 
was then politically disturbed, and as a 
mattor of fact the Mello rebellion broke out 
while the fair was in progress. Conditions 
in Brazil are now more settled than they 
nave been for the past 10 years and I be- 
lieve that, with proper effort, through the 
committee on foreign relations and the 
American representatives in that republic, 
an interesting and instructive exhibit wil) 
be made. 

The products of the Amazon valley a 
Central Brazil, which in rubber and coffee 
find their largest markets in the United 
States, and the numberiless varieties of val- 
uable woods, such as mahogany, 
“Jacaranda,” iron and — mer woud 
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be interesting. During the Centennial at 
Philadelphia Brazil exhibited over 8 dif- 
ferent varieties of coffee, and at Chicago 
that product represented plantations lo- 
cated from within a few degrees of the 
equator to 25 degrees south thereof.

It looks towards Spain, and makes the ap- 
proach of an enemy from that direction 
all the more difficult. The east side is also 
very precipitous, while the west slope, al- 
though decidedly steep, permits of enough 
fairly level ground being found at ‘ts base 
to furnish a foothold for the “city’’ with 
its circumvaliating walls. 

These ramparts were strong, indeed, for 
the days tn which they were built, bu: now 
they are unarmed except for an occasional 
ol4 emoothbore of antiquated type. The 
real @efense of the place are invisible to 
the stranger, who cannot locate a single 
piece of modern artillery. unless he should 
chance to be present upon some day of gun 
drill, when he quickly becomes aware trat 
the cannon are very many and very large. 

Gibraltar is not limited to a single source 
of water supply. For ordinary uses, euch 
as flushing. street sprinkling and the like, 
a brackish water ts used, which ts derived 


from wells sunk in the flats north of the 
rock, and near the neutral) grounds. The 
supply so secured is about 25 per cent sea 
water in winter and about three times :hat 
amount tn summer, owing to the vamation 
in seasonal rainfall. [It is pumped to a tank 
located tn the “Moorish Castle,” a portion 
of the ancient defenses, and flows thence 
to the town by gravity. This water is 
metered and charged for at the rate of 
% peseta for 100 imperial gallons. or about 
#0) cents per 1000 United States gallons. 
The triple expansion American engines, 
which raise the brackish water from the 
wells on the north front, have sufficient 
power to pump 240.000.000 United States 
gallons of water per annum to a heignt of 
270 feet. For fuel the total cost of pumping 
to a height of 270 feet, and to an average 
horizontal distance of 6600 feet. is about 3.7 
cents per 1900 Untted States gallons. 
Situated not far from the ‘Alameda Ger- 
dens,”"" on the west slope of the rock, ts a 


disti'l'ng plant for furn'shing a potable sup- 
ply from sea water. The apparatus is weil 
protected and ready for an emergency, but 
is not ordinarily in use. 

The principal water supply for Gibraltar 
is obtained from the rain, and a careful 
inspection of the west face of the rock 
shows a whitish patch near the top which 
acts as the catchment area. This area 
contains about sixteen acres, and has been 
carefully cemented at a cost of 1% pesetas 
(about 30 cents) per square yard. The water 
falling thereupon, averaging 331-3 inches 
annually, passes through a rough strainer 
of “polartte” and sand. and ts thence de- 
livered tnto the underground storage reser- 
voirs, which are at present four in number. 

All four storage reservoirs are of the 
same size, and are of tunnel! form, being 
201 feet long. 22 feet wide at the top and 
18 feet wide at the bottom, with a height of 
61 feet. The sides are stepped off by ¢ 
inch ledges every 7 feet, measured verti- 
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cally. The sides, bottoms and ends are con- 
creted and then plastered with four coats 
of a mixture of equal parts of cement and 
fine limestone. The filtered rainwater is 
adm'tted to each tunne! through an 16-inch 
castiron pipe, carried to the bottom of the 
chamber. 

Security against the she!! fire of an enemy 
is not the only advantage of this form of 
water storage, for it must be remembered 
that the absolute darkness which prevails 
under such conditions inhibits the growth 
of acuatic vegetation. and the temperature 
of the water is maintained constantly at a 
low degree, in this instance BO degrecs 
Fahrenheit. 

The exact location of these reservoirs it 
is not permitted the outsider to know, al- 
though their genera! form and dimensions 
are given above. The internal measure- 
ments are correct, as stated, but the true 
angie of slope of the exterier rock face ts

intentionally withheld. It will be noticed 
that the exterior ends of the tunnels are 
not excavated. This is for the protcetion 
of the water supply against the artillery fire 
of a besieging force. 

Designs have been completed and work 
is now in hand for a much larger storage 
svstem. to consist of a tunne) driven 
through the enttre rock from side to side, 
excepting. of course, the unexcavated enda. 

The tunnel will be about 400 feet above 
sea level. will be 2000 feet long, with a 
sectional area of 1311 square feet, and wil!

mated to cost £150,000, or about $730,000, 
and the proposition its to pay for it by an 
issue of @0-year 3 per cent bends.

I have not lost an opportunity to adver- 
tise the Fair and I have sent many letters 
to the papers in the kingdom, giving elab- 
orate information of the scope of the en- 
terprise and its statux Every mail brings 
inquiries from merchants in the kingdom 
about the character of exhibits that 
should be made. I answer all these 
inquiries, urging the merchants’ to 
make an elaborate exhibit, showing, 
as far as. possible, the resources of 
the country. I have written long letters 
to every business organization In the king- 
dom and all these communications have 
been reproduced in the press, with the an- 
nouncement that the organizations approve 
them and urge the citizens to grasp the 
importance of the great Falr. 

In all these letters I suggested that the 
merchants and business organizations com- 
bine to secure the passage of a bill by the 
Storthing. providing for a large appropria- 
tion by the government to be used in erect- 
ing a building here and equiping it with 
products of the kingdom. So tmportant do 
I regard an exhibit of this character that 
I have been urging my government to ¢ m- 
tinue {t for at least five years after the Falr. 
I am pleased to say that this suggestion 
has been generally approved and I believe 
it will be carried out. 

Many persons in the United States have 
little idea of the real greatness of Norway 
and Sweden. The great distance between 
that kingdom and this country makes it 
expensive for the manufacturer to distrib- 
ute his goods here through the markets 
with any satisfactory success. The World's 
Fair will give him an opportunity to do 
this work with little expense and to do it

The French Exposition of 19090 has been 
the crowning event of the nineteenth cen- 
tury; it has shown the world what that 
era of sieam and electricity produced; 
nothing was omitted from the standpoint 
of art, industry or commerce. There re- 
mains, then, another task for the St. Louis 
World’s Fair to accomplish. that of giving 
a new impulse to the twentieth century by 
foreshadowing what more may be looked 
for in the way of improvements, not alone 
in all kinds of tndustrial arta but also. 
and above all, in everything pertaining 
to the amelioration and to the well-being of 
humanity. . 

The entire O!4 World has its eyes fixed 
upon the United States, eagerly following, 
not only that commercial progress, but 
also the struggle going on between capi- 
tal and labor—a conflict becoming each day 
more accentuated, and the outcome of 
which it ts difficult to foresee. 

I have no wish to enter upon a disserta- 
tion on the subject here; I leave that to 
others, but !t does seem to me that It lis 
a@ matter for serious study, and one well 
worthy to figure among the undertakings 
of this great enterprise. 

As for the co-operation of all civilized 
nations, that fs a maiter admitting of no 
doubt, so it only remains to be Known to 
what extent, !n what proportions, and of 


this it would be tmpossible to predict any- 
thing at present, no officia) notification 
having as yet been given to the foreign 
countries. ; 

However. tf we may judge by the nu- 
merous requests for tnformation coming 
from private sourcea, that is to say, from 
merchants, manufacturers, artists, etc., in- 
terested in the matter we may already feel 
certain that even aside from the official 
co-operation of governments, private in- 
terests will be largely represented and suc- 
cess beyond a doubt.

Te the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
DULY notified the government of 
| Colombia as early as last December 
of the probability of a grand exposi- 
tion befng held here of all nations. 

And since the passage of the bill by Con- 
gress contributing $5,000,000 to assist the 
enterprise and giving the Fair international 
character, I have again brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the secretary of the 


foreign relations at Bogota, Colombia, frum 
whom I will doubtless hear in due course. 


Bogota ts situated tn the plateau of the 
Andes and has no railroad approach. 
Hience it takes considerable time to reach 
the seat of government. 

The wealth of Colombia largely consists 
in its rich gold rRines, its coffee, which 
sells usually several cents over the Brazll- 
fan article, and Is mostly shipped to Lon- 
don and Hamburg. Its products of cocoa 
and peltries are considerable. Its forests of 
valuable woods, palo, tinto, mahogany, 
ebony, are practically tnexhaustible.. The 
growth of rubber is also immense, especi- 
ally on the upper Amazun, the northern 
tributaries thereto, also on the Meta and 
Guaviare, and other tributaries of the Ori- 
noco, which rivers have their sources in 
Colombia. 

Its southern great llanos or plains have 
large herds of cattle, but ure soar from 
any seaports that the exports of ‘these are 
comparatively small. 

The Panama canal project, which has 
given the world several great sensations, 
is situated on the isthmus territory of Co- 
lombia. It Is not unlikely that it may still 
give another sensation before an inter- 
oceanic waterway ts completed. 

The area of Colombia ts approximately 
given as 514,000 square miles. On accuunt of 
the revolution prevailing the past two years 
the government may not be able to make as 
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will be held and are invited te make an 
exhibit. 

It ts our expectation that Venesuela will 
make a creditable exhibit. The present ad- 
mintstration ts progressive and alive to any 
opportunity to exhibit the resources of the 
country. 

Only a revolution would be likely to tnter- 
fere with a Venezuelan exhibit at St. Louls 
in 1903. President Castro, who ts now at 
the head of the government, ts an able man. 
He would see that our country ts well rep- 
resented in an tnternational exhibition of 
such proportions as that to be held in St 
Louls. We have an election next year, but 
I do not anticipate that there will be any 
administrative changes harmful to the tn- 
terests of the St. Louls Fair. 


Venezuela made a good exhibit at Chi- 
sago. She can do even more at St. Louis, 
for the experiences of Chicago have been 
helpful. She ts not a manufacturing coun- 
try at all, and must confine her exhibit to 
woods, minerals. agriculture and native 
handiworks. She its richest of all coun- 
tries In tropical wods, and her exhibit of 
these may be depended upon to be the 
finest at the Louisiana Purchase Fair. She 
is second of the world’s coffee countries, is 
rich tn minerals, and can make a display 
which will attract much attention to her 
natural and agricultural wealth.

Water to Eradicate Distempers. 


VERY morning, at dawn, men, wo- 
men and children walk barefoot in 
the dewy grass of Priester’s Park, 

@ resort four miles west of Belleville, Ill. 

Sometimes without a word being spoken 
they walk for hours in circuitous fashion 
under the drooping foliage of maple and 
elm. Then again there is a merry chat- 


ter. 

It is simply a question of moods, as there 
is no restriction in speech or action here. 

All the while a short, stout man of blonde 

and scholarly demeanor stands 
at one side of the party, an interested speo- 

tator to their movements. He is Dr. J. 
ciener of Frankfort-On-the-Main, Ger- 
many, @ graduate of the institution founded 
by the late Father Kneipp. 

The mysterious and continually moving 
Procession of men and women, formed with- 
out regard for the military manual, repre- 
gents his patiente—persons sanguine in the 
belief that they can have health and hap- 
| one restored to them by this daily drill 
the dewy grass. 

Gome remarkable cures are accredited to 
the institution. 

The neighbors laughed at first, but when

Sixty-eight men, % women and 13 chil- 
Gren have been treated by this peculiar 
process, in which water is practically 
the only remedy. 

There is a buliding with 26 rooms, fitted 
with all modern conveniences, and a lab- 
oratory with not a single drug except 
herbs from Germany sealed with the 


Kneipp label. 
The patients discard underclothing and 
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wear neither hats, bonnets, socks nor 


stockings. 

Negligee is carried as close to the ex- 
treme as is consistent with summer dress 
regulations from a statutory standpoint. 
Dr. Rechter says ‘“‘the fewer the clothes, 
the quicker the cure.”’ 

There are 40 persons under treatment 
and the institution has room for 100. They 
eat, sleep and live in the building. When 


the weather is unfavorable they walk on 


dampened granitoid floors in the basement 
and do a monotonous treadmill step in a 
pool 12 feet long and 6 feet wide. Then 
they are stripped and the hose is turned on 
their bodies. 

Douches which send a delicate spray all 
over the cuticle are supposed to banish 
paralysis. 

There is another bath which emits a 
shower overhead, shoots up a stcam from 
below and produces a tingling sensation 
said to cure locomotor ataxia. 

There are sitting baths and steam chests 
into which patients are placed and per- 
mitted to perspire as long as their vitali- 
ty will stand it. 

At retirement the patients are robed in 
Spanish mantles soaked with water into 
which have been dissolved teas adapted to 
different ailments. Absorption is supposed 
to do the rest. The mantles look like 
home-made nightgowns. 

All told, Dr. Rechter has 6 different 
forms of water treatment, but the bare- 
foot drill is the leader. 

The water comes from a well 600 feet 
deep. When there is no dew he resorts to 
irrigation,

special case. 

There is an element of danger in the use 
of moth catchers, which is not found in 
spraying. A person may spray plants or 
trees at times when the operation will do 
no particular good, yet no special harm is 
done. 

But in the use of the moth catchers, un- 
less they are used at the exact time and 
for the special purpose demanded, they will 
not only fail to kill the insects desired, but 
will actually do great harm by killing large 
numbers of beneficial insects, such as the 
Ichneumon files, which do more good to- 
wards keeping injurious insects in check 
than all sprays, moth catchers, birds or 
other artificial and natural means com- 
bined. 

These moth catchers absolutely will not 
catch—except now and then one by mere 
accident—the following common injurious 
insects: The codling moth, Colorado potato 
beetle, plum curculio, gougers, fiat and 
round-headed apple tree borers, peaoh tree 
borers, tomato worm moth, squash bugs, 
canker worm moth, cabbage butterfly, ad- 
ult of the common cabbage worm; bud 
worm moth, “grapevine moth,” ‘currsnt 
moth,” “slug moth,”’ strawberry root Dorer. 

In using the traps for the insects just 
named, and for thousands of other inju- 
rious insects that we have not named, one 
not only does no good, but actually does a 
great amount of harm; in the first place 
by failing to catch the insects wanted, and 
in the second place, by killing immense 
numbers of Ichneumon files and olier ven- 
eficiai parasitic and predaceous insec?s. 

Hence, for the various reasons given, the 
indiscriminate and ready use of moth 
catchers renders them unsafe. In all vur 
experiments in orchards with thease moth 
catchers, we have captured cnly two cod- 
ling moths and one round-headed apple tree 
borer; we have taken no peach tree borers, 
no flat-headed borers, and, with the excep- 
tion of the tent caterpillar and fruit leaf 
roller, none of the other common injurious 
orchard insects.

“T nearly died of laughing” was another 
expression that he particularly disliked; 
in fact any form of exaggeration generally 
called from him a reproof, though he was 
sometimes content to make fun. For in- 
stance my sisters and I had sent him 
“millions of kisses’’ in a letter. Here is 
what he wrote in return: 


My Own Darling—It's all very well for 
yon and Nellie and Emsle to write in mil- 
lions of bugs and kisses, but please consid- 
er the time it would occupy your poor old 
very busy onclo.

Those were happy days, those days in Ox- 
ford, spent with the most fascinating com- 
panion that child could have. In our walks 
about the old town, in our visits to cath- 
edral or chapel or hall, in our visits to his 
friends he was an ideal companion, but 1 
think I was almost happiest when we 
came back to his rooms and had tea alone; 
when the fire-glow (it was always winter 
when I stayed in Oxford) threw fantastic 
shadows about the quaint room, and the 
thoughts of the prosiest of people must 
have wandered a little into fancy land. 
The shifting firelight seemed to almost 
etherealize that kindly face, and as the 
wonderful stories fell from his lips, and 
his eyes lighted on me with the sweetest 
smile that ever man wore, I was conscious 
of a love and reverence for Charles Dodg- 
son that became nearly an adoration. 

Here is the story of how “Alice in Won- 
derland’’ came to be written: 


Years ago, in the great ugadrangle of 
Christ Church at Oxford, opposite to Mr. 
Dodgsap, lived the little daughters of Dean 
Liddell, the great Greek scholar and dean 
of Christ Church. The little girls were 
great friends of Mr. Dodgson's and they 
used often to come to him and plead with 
him for a fairy tale. There was never such 
a teller of tales, they thought. 

One can imagine the whole delightful 
scene with little trouble. That big, cool 
room on one summer's afternoon, when the 
air was heavy with flower scénts, and the 
sounds that came floating in through the 
open window were all mellowed by the dis- 
tance. One can see him, that good and 
kindly gentleman, his mobile face all 
agiow with interest and love, telling the 
immortal story. 

Round him on his knee sat the little sis- 
ters, their eyes wide open and their lips 
parted in breathless anticipation. When 
Alice (how little Alice Liddell, who was lis- 
tening, must have loved the tale) rubbed 
the mushroom and became so big that she 
quite filled the little fairy house, one can 
almost hear the rapturous exclamations of 
the little ones as they heard of it. 

The story, often continued on many 
summer afternoons, sometimes in the cool 
Christ Church rooms, sometimes in a slow 
gliding boat in a still river between banks 
of rushes and strange bronze and yellow 
waterfliowers, or sometimes in a great hay- 
field, with the insects whispering in the 
grass all around, grew in its conception 
and idea. 

Other folk, older folk, came to hear it 
from the little ones and Mr. Dodgson was 
begged to write it down. Accordingly the 
first manuscript was prepared with great 
care and illustrated by the author, Then, 
in 1866, “‘Alice in Wonderland” appeared in 
its present form with Sir John Tenniel’s 
drawings. -
